ſinners, which had no righteouſneſſe to 
arcompt ot, no good wozkes to truſi vnto, 
but being condemned by the lawe , and 
oppꝛelled with the beauy waigbt ortheir 
ſinnes were in a maner confoundeo with 
the hoꝛroꝑ of their owne conſciences, and 
terro2 of Gods moſt dꝛeadful indgemt ts. 
in ſo much that if they had not tak? ſang» 
tuary and founde reſcue at his handes, 
which was wont to ſap, Come vnto me al 


ye that be heany loaden, cc, Their deadly 


enemies the Lawe, Sinne, Death, and 
hell had deuoured their ſoules like fo 
manp raging Lyons. No matutile then 
if they folowed him into che wilderneſſe, 
ik they made him glad to take a boate & 
to pꝛeach bnto them on the ſhoare, if they 
vntiled houſes to baue acteſſe bnto him, 
ik they left all and came after him, if it 
did them good to eate and dꝛinke in his 
companie ( as the text here witneſleth) 
fo2 he was their bleſſed ſanctuarie. And 


as he was ta them, ſo aſſuredly he will be 


buto you( dearely beloued) if you flee vn» 
to bim with like meaſure of Faith: of 
what outrage ſa euer the enemies — 
that 
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that chaſe you - Foz Eſay ca.8.Speakes 
generally to all the faithfull: Sanctiſie the Eſay. 8. 
Lorde of hoſtes : let lum be your feare : let 
him bee your aread , and hee ſhall bee as 4 
ſanctuarie. But howe ſhould we ſanctifie 
the Lozde , that hee might bee cur lanc⸗ 
cuarie : Firſt with Faith, truſting onely 
and aſſuredly in him: Secondly with 
pꝛaper, calling vpon him in all perplexi⸗ 
tie and extremitie: Thirdlp with Jas 
cience , wapting mec kely foꝛ his belpe: 
Fourthly with Feare and Trembling, 
leaſt pou ſhoulde diſpleaſe him. Thus 
ſanctifie the Loꝛd of hoſtes, ann he neuer 
ſhewed him ſelfe ſo ready oz ſo ſafe a 
ſanctuary to any Publicane as hee will 
bee to pou. 

Nowe as the Peſlias was a Sanc⸗ 
tuarie to ſaue, ſo contrariwiſe, he was a 
ſtumbling ſtone and a rocke to fall vpon 
vnto other ſome, as namely to the pꝛoude 
Phatiſces and ſtately Juſticiartes : fox 
God knowes thep tocke many exceps 
tions againſt him and were marueyloul⸗ 

ly offended at him. Firſt they tocke ofs 
fence at his Parentage, bicauſe hee was 


but a Car penters ſonne. 
| A 3 Then 
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was ſo beggerly that hee had not a houſe 
wherein to put his head. 
ſnukt, and ſnarlde at his doctrine, and lefs 


ted not to call it ſeditious. F ourthly, they 


found fault with his miracles, As when 
be caſte out Deuils, thep auoucht that it 
was thzouch Belzebub the chiefe of the 
Denils, end when hee cured the man ol 
the Palſey by foꝛgiuing his linne , they 
made a muttering, as if it had beene bla⸗ 
ſpbemy. But that which did moſt of all 
nectle and ſting their malicious hearts, 
was his cating and dzinking , and kee 
ping companie wich JPublicanes and fins 
ners. This was a marueilous heartbur⸗ 
ning vnto them, and made them out of 
meaſure repine againft him: foz in deede 
there can not bee a greater epeſoze tothe 
deuill him ſelfe(whoſe inſtrumentes they 
were ) then too ſee Jelas Chzilte in the 
company of wzetched Publicanes and 
ſinners : fo then hee knowes there ia no 
roume foz bim, and hee fees that all his 
fozmer temptations are too no 
And this made him to egge on the Pho» 
tiſees in this place againſt our _

And thus pou fee bewe dberiy theſe 


woꝛdes deuidethem ſelues into a queitis, 


and an anſwere too the ſame: Nowe in 
what maner J am too ſpeake of them, 
may it pleaſe pou to vnderſtande. | 

Firſt inthe queſtion J wil note vnto you 
the qualities and pꝛoperties ofthe ſtum⸗ 
bling aduerſaties of Chꝛiſt and his Go. 
ſpel. Secoudlp in the anſwere J will doe 
the beſt J can by the aſſiſtaute of Gods 
holy ſpirite coo ſhewe the benefites and 
bleſſed treaſures which we enioy thzough 
Chiift and his Goſpell.And this that J 
may the better perfourme , there are two 
thinges which J molt humbly deſire you 
to graunt me. The one Wr 
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ble and Chziſtian patience: foy in trueth 
J baue not any wauton Eloguence too 
make pou too wonder at: neither come 
J in anp bzaverp of wozdes to amaſe 
you withali : But only my dꝛifte aud de» 
ſire is,becaule it hath pleaſed God to tall 
me hether this firſt Sunday of the newe 
yeere, to giue pou ſome ſpirituall gift, 
in ſuch wiſe that pou map be comfozted, 
and God the Father of our Lode Jeſus 
Chꝛiſte glozifped. And therefozeit is 
that J crave an other thinge at pour 
Handes which is pour aſſiſtaunce by 
beartie and humble Pzaper in this mp 
weightie purpoſe, that J beeing enabled 
and imboldened thzough God the Fas 
ther of our Lozde Jeſus Chaiſte , map 
haue btteraunce giuen mee from him to 
open my mouth truely while J publiſhe 
pato pou the ſecrets of his Goſpell. And 
p2ay J beſeech younot onelp fo2 mee, 
but alſo foz the whole Church which Je⸗ 
ſus Chziſt hath bought and purchaſed to 
him ſelfe with his owne blood, That

ſartes. 

When the Phariles fawe that, they 
faid to his Diſciples: Why eate, &cc. 

In this queſtton how ſhoztoz how ſimi 
ple ſo euer it ſeemes , there is moze mil 
chief compꝛiſed and pact together, then 
any man woulde cake it at che firſt hea» 
rtng:therefoze let vs examin & thzoughlp 
lifte it to the bottome. Why eateth,&c, 
Deere I finde foure thinges woozth the 
conideration , Firlt that they dog back - 


thepdifcouragehig Diſciples. Thirdly, 


that they iuſtiſie them ſelues, and laftly, 


that they condemne their pooze bzeth2en 
the ]Publicanes.Jntoſo many notoꝛ ious 
offences they fell while they ſtumblebd e 


tooke offence at Chziſte, as map bet ga · 


tered very apatantly by this their ques 
don, Why eateth your maiſter, &c. 
T he firſt propertie of the aduerſaries.

that they came pꝛiuily to his Diſciples 
end aſked them in ſecret, Why their 
maiſter, &c.

tongue. Fo why : Doth it not moſt vio» 
lently teart in pieces the fame and good 
name ofthe godly. An olde walter vppon 
the Plaime , ſateth that the congues of 7,074, 
backbiters may rather bee called teeth 
then tongues Qui /icut demes cibormm 
partes demunt, ita detrattores ſumam ho- 


Doth it not vere and tommente the 


minde euen as the flames of hell tp1e. 
S. Im: 
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S. Tames in the 3. chapter ſaith painly. 
The tongue is fire and a world of wic- 
kednes, ſo is the tounge ſette among 
our members, that it defileth the 
whole body, and ſets on fire the courſe 
of nature, and is ſet on fire of hel. Co 
be ſhoze,doth not a (pitefuil counge cut F 
wound the ſoule ofthe Godlp as ic were 
a ſwood. Dauid, Pſalme. 57. complap« 
ning of the inhabitants ofthe Deſert of 
Zephſapth. Their tounge is a ſharpe 
{word;and in the 62. pſalme bewayle th 
the deſtruction of Abimelech and the 
reſt of the Pꝛieſtes, which was mought 
by the p2 tute ſlaunder of Achitophel and 
others, ſayth, They haue whet their 
tongues like a ſwoord, whereby it may 
appeere 5̊ the perſecution of an il toung 
is a (oze perſecution , enen becauſe ie 
woundeth the godly like a ſwoꝛd. 

The Catholike Phariſees of Rome 
ſaye, that their holy Father hath and 
ought to haue two ſwoozdes, by teaſon 
that the dilciples ſayd toChyiſt, Behold 
Lord heere are two ſwords. Luke, 22. 
In deede Jam of that opinion, chat the 
Hope hath now, and long hath had twoa 
ſwoeꝛds: The ſwoʒd of Tyꝛanny — — 
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woꝛd of Inkamp. Vis ſuyyd of Tir anus 
Hiberwich be deu des theeap hem tte 
Gquiders wos -heguentiep. vt: too dum by 
bis aucedtts Caine ꝶſau, Pharao lie- 
rod, Nero, lulian. &c. wah this (uoꝛde 
be baih bed hig full Nrcke acthe Saintes 
of Ged hetre in England, and woulde⸗ 
uen now rt dziueat bs again, if by Gods 
good pꝛeuibence we were not to fatr cus 
of his teach. Che Lad e ſo kcepe vs: 
The loꝛd foꝛ his nome ſake ſo keepe vs. 
Vis other {wo2d of Jnfamy, wbere wich 
be wounds the godip by depꝛauing their 
good name, came to hum by the like dil 
cent; Foz aftet that Semei, Dceg, Achi- 
tophel otłexs had played theit partes 
with ie gain Dauid, the Scribes and 
Phariſees bad it in tùcix vſe what depe 
wounds they gaue wich it to Chꝛiſt & bis 
Diſciples pou can no; be ignozant- om 
out of their hands Antichziſt at his come 
nung ſnatch it, and cuer ſince hach hols 
den it faſt asthe (cepter of his kingdom. 
With this ſwoꝛd enen row hee lapes as 
bout bim inEnglaud &fittkes moꝛe deſ⸗ 
p:ratelp at ali eſtates then ener hee did 
fo: al our bold Recuſants, al gur — 
pꝛieſũs, al our har pers vpon a change, all 
cur loa⸗ 
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lookers fox a golden dape, all our pꝛiuſe 
whiſperers , and ſubtile ſurmiſers which 
we baue in Englande, what els are thep 
butthe Popes ſouldters,and their tongs 
bis ſwoꝛdes wherewith hee ſtrikes moſt 
fierſly,though pꝛiuily, at her Maieſtie, at 
ber moſt hononrable Counſaile , at hex 
kaithfull people, yea and at Chziſte hint 
ſelfe as theſe Phariſees did. Chꝛiſt him 
ſelfe I ſay, they backbite and blaſpheme 
in two reſpectes, in his wozde,and in the 
meſſengers of the lame wooꝛde . In his 
woꝛde, when they tell the people in their 
eares vnder the colour of friendly coun⸗ 
ſayle, that the woꝛde of God is hard and 
obſcure, that it is a dumb ſchoolmaiſter; 
and a dead letter, that it is a noſe of 
ware and a ſhipmans hoſe, ſeruing too 
euery purpoſe, and therefoꝛe aduiſe them 
in no caſe to reade it. Doe they not moſt 
diſpitefully diſcredit and ſlaunder Chꝛiſt 
him ſelfe ? doe they not matche theſe in 
blaſphemp thoſe pꝛoude Jewes which 
called the Goſpell in contempt Ouangi- 
lion. that is, Reueled ſinne, oꝛ Oagelion, 
that is, The reuelation of vanity, 

Nowe in che meſſengers of the ſame 
woꝛde 
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monde they backebite Chziſt whiles they 
reutle vs in their ſleues, and call vs Les 


retikes, Hypocrites, Apoſtataeg, Blaſs 


- phemers , Uowebzeakers, Peacebzea⸗ 


kers, Filthy lecherers , accurſed hel 
boundes, ec. which bitter repꝛoches and 
reuilinges „ when they come too our 
eares, woulde wormde bs as it were a 
ſwopde , were it not fo2 the ſame bleſled 
ſhield which Jeſus Chziſt him ſelfe hath 


giuen vs: Mat. 5. Bleſſed are you, Cr. (Jr. 


Therefoze let them ſpue out their repꝛo⸗ 
ches vntill their heartes burſt in pieces, 
and ſtrike at bs wich their cankred 
ſwo2de of ſlaunder vntill cheir tongues 
cleaue to the roofe of their mouthes, they 
ſhall not diſcourage , but rather make vs 
the mote dutifull , Foz tuẽ as the enemy 
of Ia ſon Phileus thought to wounde him 
with his ſwoꝛde, but in deede healed him 
by opening bis impoſtume , ſo they ſhall 
linde that when they haue ſaide the wozN 
thep can, they doe butlanche our impa⸗ 
ſtumes of negligence and ſecuritie, and 
ſo make vs the mote diligent in our cals 
ling, which God graunt. And thus much 
of the firſt note. ol 
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24 he ſecond propertre of the adnarſutiey, 
Once againe let vs looke into this 
queſtion ol theirs, and wee ſhall ſee that 
which ſecondly Jnoted. I meane howe 
ſubtlely thep began to diſcourage the dil⸗ 
ciples, Why cateth, &c. As if they had 
ſaid in flat and plaine ſpeeches: pou ſilip 
Dilciples, doe pou not perceiue and lee 
what a one pour Maiſter is, fo2: whoſe 
ſake pouhaue left all that you had:he foꝝ⸗ 
beares not too eate and dzinke with the 
wicked, euen ublicans and fimers: An 
honeſt man J warrant you, and you haue 
made a faite hand too beta ke pour ſelurs 
to ſuch a Maiſter. Marke well J bes 
ſeech you their pzofound ſubtletie. They 
would faine diſcourage the Oiſciples. 
And why? To make them fozſake cheir 
maiſter. And what then? The would the 
people leane him, & ſo he ſhould be as an 
abtect q as one foꝛloꝛne, you haue no like⸗ 
Ithoode of a moꝛe cunning dcuiſe at any 
time g then to vſe che Diſciple as an ins 
ſtrument to confaunde the maiſter, and 
yet you map note it fox an othec of the 
at cuſtomary qualities of the aduetſaries 
of the Goſpell, Foz vom had thele 2 
rites 
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riſees knowne which had bin Liſte, if 
they had nat niade Iudas foꝛ money too 
giue them a ſigne? Ind ik you reade the 
14. of Actes, pou ſhall finde the very lelfe Ad 1, 
ſame pꝛactiſe put in be by the Jewes. 
which to ſupplant the Diſciples in their 
laboures, coꝛrupted the minds of certain 
Gentiles, which had bin their auditozs, 
& ſo did much harme. Againe ſince Chiſt 
An. 178. in that ſame famous perſecuti⸗ 
on which was then in Fraunce , as aps 
peereth in the Eccleſtaſttcall hiſtoꝛp, the _ 
perſetutoꝛs bled the like tretchery to- Eau 
wards Atalus q Alexander, twoo noble 
pꝛofeſſoꝛs ofthe Goſpel, fe2 their owne 
ſeruants which had bin Ethnikes were 
ſubuerted co auouch opẽly that their mats 
ſters lined by mans fleſh: that they offre d 
infants ta the deuil: that they committed 
inceſt, with other ſuch like blaſphemtes, 
mode bitter then death it ſelf. And Iulian N nu. 
the Apoſtata to pluck vp by the rootes al /,z, ; e 
that cuer Athanaſius that good old father 
of Alexandria, had planted in the Loꝛds 
vinyard,called the Chziftias, which were 
bis hearers, # heaped kindnes vpd them, 
t gaue them libertie at wil, becauſe they 
ſhould ſhʒ ink ktõ the it 1 pꝛokeſũid. 
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And what thinne pou ot Antichzine 
that Archenemie of the Goſpel: hach the 
Deuil him ſelfe a caſt beyond him to vn⸗ 
\dermine Jeſus Chziſte + One while hee 
thundꝛeth and lightneth againſt ve, with 
Bell, Booke, and Candle: and an other 
while he ſmiles & fawnes vppon vs with 
bis Bulles, Pardons, and Indulgences, 
and all to withdꝛawe vs from our Loꝛde 
and maiſter Jeſus Chziſt. So that thus 
pou lee that this ſubtile deuiſe of cheſe 
Phariſees is an ozdinarp pꝛactiſe of che 
Aduerſaryes, and dooth no ſmall harme 
inthe Church of God, and cherefoze J 
thought good too make pou acquainted 
with it, becauſe you map the ſooner ef- 
chewe it, if at any time it ſhall be pꝛacti- 
led towards pou. 
T he third propertie of the aduer ſaries. 
But recurne to the Phariſees, Thirds 
Ip in their queſtion they iuſtifie thiſelues: 
that is, they doe beare the Diſciples in 
band that chep are men of ſuch ſingular 
honeſtie and perfecte holines , that they 
abhoꝛre al ublicanes and ſinners, pea 
and cannot abide thoſe which kepe them 
company, and all to bzing their _ 
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the ſooner about. A notable point ofhys — 
pocriſie, vnder the viſard ofhoneſtie and 
holineſſe co woꝛke miſchiele and villany, 
and a familiar pꝛactiſe ofthe aduerſaries 
of the Golpel, which hath made vs great 
Shepheards of the woꝛd ol God, no one 
thing the like: foz whilſt they coner their 
inwarde villany wich the faire Cloke of 
honeſtie and good meaning, who can ef- 
cape their ſnares? ſurely very fewe at al. 
Fo? albeit that experience hath giuen 
fozth theſe rules: That all is not Golde 
that gliſters: That a ruſty blade map 
haue a painted ſheath: That none talkes 
moze of honeſt dealing, then a common 
Couſoner: That none offers fazer play, 
then a falſe Jugler: that many a one too 
haue his purpole, will light a candle be 
foze the Deuil. And albeit that the ſcrip· 
ture hath giuen foꝛth theſe notes, that by» 
pocrites are like painted Sepulchzes, 
full of deade mens bones: that they are 
Molues in Sheepes clothing: Welles 
without water: and Cloudes without 
raine, that the greateſt grace and gloꝛy 
of an Hypocrite is, too ſeeme that hee is 
not, and chat Satan can chaunge, c c. 
B. 2, pet 
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pet ſuch is their cunning in cofiterfaits 
ting, and ſuch are their conuetaunces in 
canueiling , that they are neuer almoſte 
fozſeene til it be to late end paſt remedy, 
Wherfoze bypocrites may be compared 
eo the trickſie minion mentioned in the 
Pro.5.Herlips(laith the wile man) drop 
as an hony combe, and her mouth is 
moreſoft then oyle,but theend of her 
is as bitter as wormewood,and ſharpe 
as a two edged {worde, And ſurely ſo it 
fare th with an hypocrite moſt cõmonly: 
his golden pꝛetence is neuer lightlp with 
out a bloody end. Potolome bad à gol- 
den pꝛetence, when hee inuited olde Si- 
mon his two ſonnes to a feaſte but his 
dꝛift was too diſpatch them, and ſo hee 
did. 

Herod had a golden p2etence when 
bee willed the wyſe men too bzing him 
woozde where the Childe was, that hee 
might come and wozſhippe, but his ende 
was to kil him, 

Iudas had a golden pꝛetente when he 
came to his Paiſter Jeſus Chziſt & ſas 
luted him, and embzaced him, and —_ 

im 
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him, but his ende was to betray him. 

Theſe Phariſees had a golden pꝛe⸗ 
tence when they curried fauour with the 
Dilciples, and aſked them by way of 
friendſhip, why cateth, &c. but their end 
and purpoſe was to ſeduce them. 

Let al Symons bee aduiſed how they 
come too Ptolomæus feaſt: Let all wpſe | 
menfozeſee Herods dtuotion: Let all Mac hab. 
maiſters reuoke Indas kiſſe: Let all 1 
diſciples take heede of the Phatiſees 
dꝛiftes : and let all good and godly men 
haue an eye tuo hypocriſie, the beautye 
and continuance of the aduerſaries ofthe 
Golpel,which can ſeeme a ſainct, and be 
a Diuel, and in toungue pꝛokeſſe a goop 
wooꝛd, but in harte hatch and harboure 
a miſchiefe , and ſo much of the thirde 


The fourth property of 
the aduerſarier. 


The fourth thing which J baue no⸗ 
ted in this queſtion is, that they div 
raſhelp condemne their pocze b2ethzen, 
calling them Publicanes and ſinners,

This raſh judgement goeth bedlong 
to woꝛk and condemnes a man without 
tegarde ol circumſtaunce oz perfect vn⸗ 
derſtanding ok the matter, whereof there 
is a notable example, Actes 28. When 
paule hadde gathered a number of 
ſtickes, & c. 
Backbiting and pꝛiuy ſlaunder is a 
greeuous croſſe, beare it who ſhall.

paſſes of Mypocriſie are alwayes mil 
eee beautifull ſoeuer they ap» 


peer 
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peere: but yet raſh judgement is wozſt of 

all. And therefoze bylike the charitable 

Phariſees of Rome wil ſeeme to bee far 

from this queſtion,and even foꝛ S. Cha- 

rities ſake not to iudge the wozſt one of Pccrets 

an other. Pope Leo the fourth, made a 

decree, that if che Pope him ſelfe were 

ſeene committing murther, it ſhould bee 

excuſedas the murthers of Sampſon:and 

if bee were ſeene playing the adulterer, 

it ſhall be cloked as the Adultery of Ia- 

cob: and if hee were ſeene dooing a robe 

bery, it ſhould be couloured as the robs 

bing ofthe Egiptians, and all to auopde 

ralh iudgement. The lame holy father 

made an other decree to the ſame ende in 

the behalfe of his clergie : that if one of 

the Cleargie were ſeene imbzacing a 

woman, it ſhonld be ſaide that bee did it 

to bleſle her. And beſides the charitable 

decrees,thefr Legends ſecting fozth the 

wonderfull char itie of S. Frauncis: res 

co2de that when hee ſawe cwoo wantons 

dallying and kiſſing togither , hee fell 

down bpõ his knees q held vp his hands 

and pꝛayſed God that there was ſome 

charitie to be ſeene inthe woꝛlde. Paue 
5.4. pou 
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vou heard ot the iyne cyaricre 2- wouide 
pou wilhe moze aduiſed iudgement, and 
pet none lining moze headleſſe o2 heads 
long in iudgement: Fox ik pou marke 
this geare wel, pou (hal percetue that all 
was becaule they woulde nat haue the 
wo2lde too iudge of them, as they were 
indeede : Foz flet them lee à mote 
in our epes, and they will not let too 
— vs ko) very firebzandes of 
e 
Our diſcoꝛde about Cappe and Surs 
pleſſe is but a mote ; in compariſon of 
their great beames about the pzincipall 
articles of Chꝛiſtian fayth: and pet they 
condemne vs foz Schiſmatickes. N 
Our Chytttian liberty too take ſuche 
mcate in woozth as comes bekoze bs, 
with thankes toa G O D and without 
grudge of conſcience: what is it to their 
beaſtly licentiouſneſſe , too doo what 
they liſt without remoꝛſe ol conſcience: 
and pet they condemne vs fo2 Liber- 
tines. 
Dur godly loue too pꝛouide honeſtly 
ty Vite and Gars. is nothing in 
compa- 
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comparyſon of their vnſatiable greedi · 
neſſe too ſcrape togither foz the ir 
Strumpetes and Baſtardes, and yet 
thep doe condemme vs fo} couetous Goſs 
pellers. 

Dur bzotherly compaſſion to pardon 
ſometimes (mall offences, is but a verp 
Mite in regarde of their monſtrous Cas 
mell of Blaſphemie to pardan alwapes 
whatſoeuer offences, and pet they cons 
demne vs foz Anabaptiſts. 

Good S O O then where is their 
Charitie become, whereof chey makeſo 
greate boaſte? belike they keepe it all 
to the ſelues: fo2 to vs they ſhew nothing 
elle but Buchery crueltie, and tyꝛanny, 
behauing them ſelues like the Souldi⸗ 
ers of that Captaine whoſe badge they 
beare. 

Dur infirmities they lay open to the 
wozlde, as damnable enoꝛmityes: their 
owne Blaſphempes and deteſtable he; 
reſies, they cloke and couer with the 
backeſlydinges ol the godly Patriarks. 
My concluſion is therefoze , howe dain ; 
tilp Wee ſo euer they ſeeme too

ASermon preached at 


make it to iudge one another, be the mats 
ter neuer ſo euident: yet they are moſte 
deſpytelull in condemning vs, bee che 
cryme neuer ſo unlikely. And thus 
inthe Phariſees pou haue heere the qua · 
litfes and conditions ok the aduerſaries 
of Chziſt his Goſpel, 

But nowe it may bee that fome one oꝛ 
other wil beginne too doubte becauſe of 
this the Phariſees queſtion, whither it 
be lawful to keepe company 02 too enter 
into familiar ity with the wicked, yea oz 
no. Fa; the reſolution wherofthis I ſap: 
It is not onelp latuful, but alſo behoue full 
fo: the good miniſter of Chꝛiſt too keepe 
company and too haue familiarity with 
thole wicked ones in whom ther is good 
hope of amendement, Foz theſe are too 
bee bꝛought home as fray ſhee pe vppon 
their ſhoulders , and the woꝛſte that can 
tome of it is but che repining of a mali⸗ 
tious Phariſee ſaping, Lo hee is a friend 
too Publicans and ſinners. 

But foꝛ any man that feares God and 
pꝛofeſſeth the Goſpel, to ioyne in entire 
amitie with the aduerſaryes ofthe ſame, 
that is inpoſſible,ic is vngodly,it is dan» 

Cerous 
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gerous. Tt is impoſſible, becauſe twon 
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2- their hands, ſo it is vngodlp too ſeeke it: 
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contraryes can not agree togither , pee 
cannot dzinke of the Cup ok che Lozdez 
and of the cup of Dinels ꝛ pee cannot be 
partakers ot the table ofthe Loꝛde, and 
of the table of Diuels. Bee not vnequally 
poaked with Jnfidels. And why $ Fox 
what fellowſhip hath rigbteouſnes with 
vnrighteoulnes: Oꝛ wbat cõmunion bach *- - 1. 
light with darkneſſe: what concoꝛq bath 
Chʒiſt w Belial? Oꝛ what part hath the 
beleeuer with the Infidell + Oꝛ what a+ 2. Cor. G. 
greement hach the Temple of God wich 
Mols? Once fo} all, It cannot be that 
the aduerſaryes of the goſpel, ſhoulde be 
freendes bnfaigned with the true p2ofels 
ſo2s of the ſanie: Foz ſo longe as their 
bearts reſt on this pinne, that a ſolemne 
bawe is not to be perfozmed vnto a Goſs 
peller, let vs neuer looke but fo2 patched 
and botched amitie at their hands, And 
as it is inupoſſible to finde fre endſhip at 


foz Gods wozd doth fozbid it. Take hede E vod. 33. 30 | 
toothy ſelfe tharthou makeno com- 
paR with the aduerſaryes of the land 
whither thou goelt , leſt they _ 
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cauſe of ruine among you. 


And heere is the danger ta be notex 


to, lealt they be the cauſe & c. Petreby 
wee map lee that ruine and deſtruction 
hang ouer their heads which are in ami⸗ 


tie wich Goos p2ofelſed enempes. Ioſa- 


phat did but goe with Achab fo cont 
pany, It had almoſte beene his ouer 
thzowe. And that the Pꝛopbet told him 
at his comming back. The ſame ac⸗ 
count let euery one oł bs make, whenſas 
euer wee Hake hande s with Gods ene⸗ 


myes. So that thus the cale ſtands: Jf 


there be hope ol amendment, then keepe 
company wich the wicked: But if their 
harts be indurace, and their necks ſtiffe⸗ 
ned, then beware leſt they be cauſe of rus 
ine. So karre of the firlk parte. 


The ſecond parte of the beneſite of 
Chriſt and hit Goſpel, 

When leſus heard that, &c. 
Naw J came to ſpeake of che anſwere, 
and ſo ot the benefites which wee injop 
thꝛough Chiiſt and his wozd, Mad our 
Sauiour Jeſus framed his anſwere ac⸗ 
copding tu their baines & affectias which 
money 
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Moued the Queſtion, neither had theit 
mouths bin la ſoone ſtopt, noꝛ our ſoules 
ſo happely furniſhc wich the bleſſed ri 
ches of ſaluation: Foz in this his aun; 
lwere hee dooth confounde all pꝛoude 
mindes,and comfoꝛt al ſozowtul heartes, 
euen as it were with one bzeath, Foz ber 
anſwereth that one queſtion thꝛee maner 
of wapes. Firſt accoꝛding to their known 
pꝛouerbe: The whole neede not &c.

Good God howe doltiſhe and howe 
ſottiſhe is mans wyledome when it will 
ſeeme too contende with Gods. The 
firſt aunſweare ſhewes that they were ig 
noꝛant of common ſenſe and reaſau. The 
ſeconde that they were ignozant of the 
Scriptures. The thirde that thep were 
ignozant of the Prſſjas his office any 
dewutp: and euery one of them boeth fully 
ſatiſfie the queſtion and ſhew vs beſides 
what bencfices we haue tbꝛeugh Chziſts 
Bur Saniour as pou ſpall vnderſtand, A

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The firſt eAunſwere. 

The whole neede not &c: 

Firſt he ſatth, The whole neede not 
&c. As if hee had ſapd, J am like vnto 
1 a Phiſitiõ, you are like vnto whole men: 
[| Thele JÞublicans are like vnto ſick men. 
, Nome vou knowe by common ſenſe and 
reaſon, that the whole neede not the Phi⸗ 
th ſition, but che ſick, therefoꝛe J eate with 
i them and not with you. In whichtaping 
F we baue to note the compariſon , and to 
15 conſider how fitly they are made. Firſte 
ui he compareth him ſelfe vnto a Ih iſition:

T he firſt Compariſon. 

Chriſte is like a Phiſition, 
Two thinges are eſpecially requiſite 
in tuery good Philition : Firſt that hee 
be able to cure his patient : next that hee 
I be willing: otherwiſe he is no perkecte 
Pbilition. 
| eas That Chzilt Jeſus can heale our deſpe- 
Il = EY; *:*xate diſeaſes of fin: What better p2oofe 
2 — sthere then the notable cures _ 


1 
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bath already doone. Reade no moze but 
the Chapter wherebence theſe woowes 
are taken, and pon ſhall finde that hee 
cured Matthew a ſinfull Nublicane: He 
cured the Rulers daughter : Hee cured 
the woman ol her bloody iſſue of twelue 
pecres continuance:e cured two blinde 
men: ee cured the dumbe man which 
was poſſeſt with a Deuill : Jn fo much 
that the bit ſled Euangeliſt concluds the 
chapter wich this teſl imonie: Ieſus vent 
about all Cities and tou nes, teaching 
in their Sinagogues and preaching the 
Goſpel ofthe kingdome, and healing 
euery ſickneſſe and euery diſeaſe a- 
mong the people. Yea, and his conv 
ming is ſo greate that it ſurpaſſeth the 
ſkill of all other Phiſitions what ſo euer. 
Foz whome ( bee onelp excepted) can 
take away the pzincipall cauſe of all di⸗ 
ſcaſes, I meane Sinne? Did not he heale 
the Palley man by foygiuing his ſinne. 


It is atommon rule among Phiſicions; 


ante cauſa ceſſet & effeflus . Sinne 
is the oꝛiginall and fountaine of all dis 
ſeaſes in man: therfoze he that was able 
to temoue that, cannot chuſe but haue 
power 
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power ouer all che effectes thereof, 

Ft is a wozlde toſce, howe faire the 
Pope would be chought co be a cunnyng 
Bhilition, and of abilitie to cure the difs 
eaſe of ſinne: De made our Churches bis 
Apoticary ſhoppes, wherein he ſolde all 
manex of Dzugges. Salt, Creame, and 
Ople fox one purpole : Maſle c Dirige 
koʒ an other: Tapers and Toꝛches foz an 
other:Bulles and JIardong foꝛ an other: 
Reliques and Shines fo2 an other: and 
pet all would nat ſerue to purge the leaſt 
finne that ie: Therefoze moꝛe Antichzilt 
be to pꝛetende it. No, no, it is the bloog 
of Chziit which purgeth all ſinne, and cy» 
reth all maner of wikkednes. Who was 
euer ſo diſcaſed chzough miſchieuous 
thoughtes as Paule, which bꝛeached out 
thꝛeatninges and ſlaughters againſt the 
Diſciples of Chꝛiſt, and pet the blood of 
Jeſus Chziſt healed him? Aha was euer 
ſo diſeaſed in woꝛd, as Peter which dent- 
ed his Maiſter with an othe, pet Chꝛiſt 
healed him: Who was euer (5 diſeaſed 
in villainous deedes,as the thiefe vppon 
the Croſſe, which was hanged foz his 
robberyes, and pet Chziſt healed _ 
| ny 


paules Croſſe. 


Aud all this is tod teach vs that wbether / e 
we be ſick in thought, woꝛd oz deede, hen 
is a Phiſition able to he ale bs. And what 
a ſhielde is this again? the terrible aſs 
ſaultes of Deſperation, Shall the mur⸗ 
ther of Caine fozce men to ſap, My ſinne 
is greater then that it can be forgiuen: 
Oz ſhall the trecherp of Iudas, ſwallowe 
bp all hope of ſaluation in me: Oꝛ ſhall 
my ſinne leeme fo incurable to mee, that 
Chꝛiſte cannot heale it, no I am bolde: A 
cannot beſo ſicke, but he can make mee 
whole. 
The other pꝛopertie of a good JÞhfs 7. 
ſicion is, that he be willing to heale his 
patient: Foz vnleſſe he be willing to doe 
good, it ſkilleth not what his abilitie is. 
But that Chꝛiſt Jeſus was at any time . „ ..- 
vnwilling too ſaue ſinners it can by na 
meanes appeare. Foz did he not moſte . 
louingly call vs vnto him, Come vntooo 
me, and pꝛomiſe vs ſaping, I will re- 
freſh you? And did hee not weepe ouer -. 
Ieruſalem, and all becauſe he came wil⸗ 
lingly to viſite her, ſhe would not know 
the time ok her viſitation, But ſee and be» 
holde a plaine teſtimony 1 * goodw 
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to heale ſinners, He was well aſſure 

that the ſalue where with he was too cure 
the moſt deadly diſeaſes of ſinne, coulde 
not be made to any purpoſe without che 
ſhedding of his moſte pꝛetious blood, and 
the loſle of his life : and pet hee neuer 
grudged at the matter, but was well cons 
tent it ſhonld be ſo. 

Ob Compaſſion without Compari⸗ 
ſon ! That Phariſee woulde euer haue 
doone that fo2 his patient, which Chaiſte 
Jeſus bath moſt willingly doone foz vs. 
Thep are willing coo finger our money, 
and they can make vs belceue well: But 
they will noclaunce their leaſt finger if 
one dꝛop of blood woulde laue our lines. 
But Aniſt Telus cakeehnothing of vs, 
and pet he hach ſuffred his owne hearte 
bloode too bee launched, that it might 
guſhe out to beale vs. Canne you tell 
mee of a Pbariſee that was ſo wil⸗ 
ung too cure his Patient, that he res 
fuſed not too bee beaten and buffeted 
whileſt hee made the medicine. And the 
Pꝛophet Elay in the 53. Chapter tels 
pou that Chzilte Jeſus was wounded 
foz our cranſgreſlions, and bzoken fo) our 


inquiries 
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iniquities. 

They tell you that the thinges which 
they miniſter vnto pou, are deere and 
coſtely; Noe, Noe, deerelp beloued, 
that is a deere Salue too the Phiſition 
which coſtes him his life, with many 
a heaup grone, with many a dcepe ligh, 
with many a bloody teare , and many 
a bitter pangue belides,

if they dꝛaw togither and conſppꝛe as 
gainſte thy ſoule, and pꝛoue vntoo thee 
by recozde of thine owne Conſctence, 
that tby linnes are in coulcur as red as 
Scarlet,o2*innumber as the ſandes of 
the Sea, 02 in waight as the maſſe of 
the whole Earth, and thereloze beare 
thee in hand chat thy diſeaſe is ſo rotten 
and feſtered in thy bones, that Chaifte 
Teſus thy Philitton will not once ſeeme 
too meddle 02 haue any thing to do with 
thee, na ſeeke any meanes too cure thy 
malady oz ſende remedy to any luch as 
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Chat hope, what comfozt haſt thou the : 
Euen this, that he that was willing too 
purchaſe a medicine to beale ſinne with 
the lolle of his life, will at all times bee 
willing to miniſter the ſame to the gloꝛy 
of his name. Therefoze, oh my ſoule, be 
of good comfoꝛt, and cheere thy ſelle in 
the Loꝛd, foz if thou maiſt but couch the 
bemme of his veſture by faith, chou ſhalt 
be whole. And this deerely beloued, 
is one of the beneſites and bleſſed Try⸗ 
umphes which we inioy th2ough Chailte 
and his Goſpel, That he is our Phiſiti - 
on, which is bathe willing and able coo 
heale all our diſeaſes ofſinne,be they ne - * 
uer ſo greeuous, which indeede is a bene- 
lite without compariſon : The Lowe 
make vs thankfull fo2 it, and open our 
eyes that wee may fee it cleerelp in the 
cloudy dayes of deſperation, 


The ſeconde compariſon. 

The whole neede not, &c. 
The leconde compariſon heere to bee 
noted, is that the Phariſees be lykened 
to whole men: which kinde of comparte 
fon we muſt ſo much the moze n 


hands, that they made no accounte of the 
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marke hom much che moze ſtraungelp it 

is made. Fo? be calles them whole, noc . 4 
becauſe they were ſo indeede, but in dert⸗ 

Con, becauſe they were ſo perſwaded ol 

them lelues: ſmoothing vp their foule 
faultes with ſelfe lone and ſelfe lyking. 

In the like ſenſe Elias called the abs 
bominable Idol Baal God, not that hee 
was (ſo, but becauſe his Pꝛieſtes did ſa 
account of him. Likewiſe Paule calleth 
Satan the God of this woꝛlde, not thae 
he either made, oꝛ redeemed, 02 ruled the 
wozlde,but becauſe woꝛldlings ſerue him 
moꝛe duely then the lining God. 

After the ſame manner our Sauiour 
in the third anſwere calles the JÞhariſees 
righteous, euen becauſe they were ſo be« 
witched with the wozkes of their owne 


richteouſneſle of God, There cannot be 
a moe eſpeciall token of repꝛobation, 
then when the Loꝛde falles to laughing 
and ſcoꝛning bis enemyes , as pou ſhall 
finde in peruſing the 2. Þſaime. 

A man that hav ſeene theſe Phariſees 
outwardly, woulde haue thought that our 
Sautonr had beene in good earneſt when 

C. 3. he 
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be copareth them to whole oz ſound men, 
Foz none had moze regarde of Moyſes 
law then they, they would not abzogate 
one ceremonp there commaunded, None 
faſted moze then they, twile in the weeke 
was the leaſt. None pzaped mote then 
they: in euery freet they went babling e 
mumbling their pꝛayers. None gaue 
almes moꝛe then they: they ſofided trum · 
pets to baue the greater reſozt of p poꝛe. 
None payd tithes better then they: thep - 
left nether Pint ne Cũmin vntithed: yea 
if you looked in their handes pou ſhoulde 
ſee ſcrowles wherein the lawe was wits 
ten. Tf pou looked in their fozheads pou 
might ſee the law witten. If pou looked 
bpon their dooze poſles, ye might ſee the 
Lawe witten. Jf you looked in their 
garments , you might finde thoznes and 
needles, too make them remember the 
the Lawe wiitten , They had alwapes 
in their mottthes , Templum Dommi, 
Templum Domini. Pou coulde no ſoo- 
ner aſke chem of their Pꝛoginie, but they 
would be ready to anſwere Pater noſfer 
Abrabaw, And when any inquired ot 


their inheritance, they would tel him. Nor 
beredes 
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heredet terre promitſionit. What a wou⸗ 
derfull matter was this: were not theſe | 
men whole and ſoundes Indeede to the 
outward appeerice they were: but hat == 
they were inwardly thoſe manifold woes 
which our ſauiour Chꝛiſte pzonounced as 2 
gainſt thẽ. Mat. 2 2. may at large teſtifie, 
And now pou map lee that it is one thing 
fo: a man ta be whole in the ſight of God, 
# an other thing in the ſight of the woꝛld. 
He is whole in the light af god which be ⸗ 
leeueth that Jeſus Chzilt is able & wile 
ling to heale his diſe ale af ſin: But he is 
whole in the lighe ok che wozlde, which 
thinks that the wozks of his owne hands 
do make him ſound. And this is ſuch a 
kind of health, as J pzay,God neuer any 
good chꝛiſtian haue: ſet the Nope neuer 
ſo greate ſtoze by it, aſſuredly it is farre 
wozle then any ſickneſſe in the woꝛlde: 
It the rules of Þhiſicke be true: That 
there is no diſeaſe like too that, when a 
man thinkes him ſelle whole ; and pet is 
hearte ſicke. ; | 
J mightheere ſfande in compariſon 

betweene the Pope and the Phariſees; 
ind ſhewe pou that they bothe are alike

The thirde compariſon. 
The ſickeneede , &c, | 

The third compariſon ts,ofthe Pub⸗ 
licanes and ſinners vnto ſick men, which 
haue neede ofthe Phiſition. Theſe Pubs» 
licanes had beene as very cutchꝛotes and 
Catchpoules as euer lpued: But as 
he goes farre that neuer returnes, ſo they 
at the length, heat ing our ſauiour pꝛeach 
repentance and remiſſion of remiſſion of 
ſin, had remozle of conſcience, in ſo much 
that their diſeaſe had cleaued faſte vnto 
their bones, had they not hearde of a 
Phtiſition, which was bothe willing and 
ready to belpe them. The panges of 
ſinne pꝛicking the conſcience,are euen as 
tbe fittes of ſickneſſe gryping the heart: 


tauſing many a deepe ligh and many a 


pitious grone, Dauid beeing in the ago» 
nie of ſinne, bemones him ſelfe after this 
manner: Haue mercie vppon mee, O 
Lorde for I am weake: O Lorde heale 
me for my bones are vexed. My ſoule 
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V alſo ſoretroubled, but Lorde howe 
long wilt thou delay? And Paule mas 
no looner griped at the hart with the re- 
membzannce of his ſinne : but hee cryed 
mainly out ſaying, O miſerable ma.&c 
Pea and all the godly, conſidering howe 
many wayes God hatch bleſſed them, and 
bowe vnthankfully thep haue behaued 
themſelues : conſidering againe their 
dayly treſpaſſes and offences, and howe 
long the Lode hath looked faz their as 
mendment, and how often be called tbem 
torepentance: by and by they fall ſicke, 
E grone ſo ruſully that you would lament 
too heare them. O mp tender Father 
whome J baue diſpleaſed: O mp ſweete 
redeemer Chziſte Jeſus whome J haue 
crucifiedagaine; O mp ſoueraigne coms 
fozce , the holy Ghoſte whome J haue 
greeued: O the time that J haue mil⸗ 
pent: O the grace that J haue dilpiſed: 
Othe creatures of God that J hane as 
buſed:To woꝛth my vncleaue thougbts: 
Moe woꝛth my idle woꝛdes: TUo worth 
my damnable wozkes :Dhowe bitter is 
the curſſe of the la we + Powe heaup is 
che burthen ol my ſiune 3 Howe hozrible 
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is 5ᷣ ſight ol death. How intollerable are 
the paines ok hel. Ah my ſoule begins to 
faint,therfoze help me to a phi itis, oꝛ els 
J perich. J dye. Oo pou not think deerly 
beloued, that a biſitiõ ſhould not be wel⸗ 
come, æ well intreated among ſuch ſicke 
ſoules as thele? pes, neuer hart ſo chziſted 
after the Riuers of waters, as they long 
alter Jeſus Chzitt. Such men haue nede 
of the Nhilition, and therefoꝛe they will 
ſeeke vnto him. as theſe Publicanes did, 
pea and becauſe of cheit neceſſitie, they 
will honoz bim likewiſe in calling him to 
their houſes, biding bim to their feaſts: 
they are ſo deſirous ot health ſaluation. 
In whome wee haue a notable pꝛeſident 
how to behaue our ſelues in our ſickneſſe 
of ſin. Firſt that we muſt ſeeke our Phi · 
ſition. Secondly, we muſt honoꝛ him the 
belt we can. This p2eſident is but means 
ly followed in molt places in England, 
God knowes*Fo2 ſo far fooꝛtb as Chꝛiſt᷑ 
will feede their bellyes, they will fol: 
lowe him th2ough thicke and thinne: And 
they are ſo farre from honouring him, at 
their feaſtes , that they will not ſick too 
ſap,they cannot be mer at their — 
when 
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when a Pꝛeacher is at their Table. But 
there is good cauſe, the Citie of London 
honld become an other Theſſalonica, in 
ſeeking and honouring our Philitton 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus. There is ſo much Þ2eas 
ching, and ſo diligent beating, that needs 
there muſt be ſome following, Ik Lon- 
don haue ſtopped her eares, and ſhutte 
her doozes againſt Chziſfe and his meſs 
ſengers, there were iuſt cauſe why ſhee 
ſhould tremble and quake in the guilti⸗ 
neſſe ol her owne conſc ience: But if ſhee 
haue played the ſicke Publicane in ſees 
king and honouring Chꝛiſte her hilti 
on, let her not faint, but in the teſtimony 
ofa good conſciente pluck vp her harte, 
iu theſe dꝛeadlull times and dayes cf pe- 
rill: For the Lorde will be founde of 
thoſe that ſeeke him, & he wil not for. 
ſake thoſe that feare him. I Sodom oꝝ 
Gomorrha, q Samaria, oꝛ Ieruſalem, oꝭ 
Antwerpe could haue pleaded fo chente 
ſelues no moꝛe but that they ſought the 
L 02d, honozed his Chꝛiſt, euen as ſicke 
men do their Þhilition , J am ſure their 
confuſion had beene farther from them, 
wen ihe Eaſte is from the welt. 

Theres 
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Therfoze, London, ſeck thou thy Phi⸗ 
ſition Chziſt Jeſus,beleeue in him, pꝛay 
to him, ſerue him in ſingleneſle ok heart, 
as thou oughteſt to do, and he wil not des 
liter his power into captiuitie, no2 his 
beautie, J meane bis Goſpell, into the 
enemyes hand, 


The ſecond part of the eAuſwere, 
Goe learne what thatis, I will 
haue mercie,&c. 
A good Lawyar perceiuing the 


ſubtletie ot his aduerſary, will ſpeake co 


the caſe , and bee earneſt in the matter: 
And commonly a ſkilfull Chirurgian, 
ſeeing che rotten fleſh begin to feſter and 
corzupt the (ound, will launch it too the 
quick. Much after the ſame manner doth 
our Sauiour Choiſte ſhewe him lelfe in 
bis ſecond auſwere,Go learne what &c. 
As ifhe ſhould ſap in ſharpe and rotmde 
ſpeech, Doe you make pour ſelues ſo per⸗ 
fect in the Scripture , and pet doe pou 
finde faulte with him which ſhewech 
mercie to the miſerable and comfozcles, 
Goe learne, goe learne of che Pꝛophet 
who in the perſon ol God him ſelke po 
W 
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Twill haue mercie.&c, Then ſhall you 
fee that J doe nothing againſt the will 
of God J warrant you . I will haue 
mercie and not ſacrifice, &c, When 
the Loꝛd maketh choile of mercie rather 
thenſacrifice,we haue to vnderſtand that 
his will is, chat we ſhoulde bee pictifull 
one tending an others diftreſle, and not 
bleare his eyes with an outward ſhew of 
godlineſſe. Now foz your better inſtruc⸗ 
tion in the will of God, itſhall be expe- 
dient that I ſpeak ſeue rally. Firſte of 
Mercie, then of Sacrifice, 
I will haue mercie, &c. It ſhould bet 
ok no ſmall foꝛce to make vs ſhewe mer · 
cie and compaſſion one towardes anos 
ther, ben the Lozveſapeth , I will 
haue mercie. &, Fon if wee bee ſer» 
uaunts, we mult doe the will of our mat» 
ſter. And ik we be childzen, we muſt obap 
the will of our father. But alas it fareth 
with vs as often times wich young Chil 
dꝛen: the moze the father doth cocker and 
dandle them, the leſſe they care fo; him: 
and ik he ſap bnto them, J will haue this 
o2 that doone, none ſo ready too bid him 
commaunde and doe it him lelke , as bis 
owne 
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owne Childzen,Soic falleth out wich bs? 

God our heauenly Father hath bleſſed 
vs, and bleſſed vs again, and yet when he 
{apth:J wil haue pon to be mercifull and 
pittiful co pour needy bzethzen, like ſtub! - 
burne childzen, we ſic ſtil ſtop our eares 
as if we heard not. There is no one thing 
ſo much called vyon and commended vn⸗ 


to vs in Scripture as mercy, ⁊ pet on our 


partes there is no one thing lo little res 
garded. He that is merciful (ſaith the 
wiſeman)rewardeth his own ſoule. And 
Micheas ſheweth Iſrael what it was that 
che Loꝛd required at their hands indeed, 
bidde them ſirſt doe iuſtly, and next lone 
mercie, æc. In the fifte of Mate . Bleſſed 
are the merciful for they ſhall & , In 
the 6 of Luke. Beye therfore mercifull 
as your heauenly father is merciful, S. 
James alſo in his 2. Chapter ſaieth in 
plaine wozds, that there ſhall be iudge · 
ment without Mercie too him that will 
ſhewe no mercie. Aud all this is to ſtirre 
bs vppe and to pluck vs fozewarde too 
Hewe mercie and compaſſion one fas 
wardes another. And ſurely happy is 


that Chꝛiſtian whole faith is exerciſed 
mn mere 
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in mercie: Fo2 as the wiſeman ſapth, Pros, 20. 


Mercie & truth preſerue the king, &c. 
His throne ſhalbe eſtabliſhed with mer 
cie. Do al eſtates map be ſure that mercp 
is one of the ſtrongeft Pillers of their 
healch & ſafetie. Ano therefoze I beſeech 
pou right honourable & deetely beloued, 
baue due regard of pour health & welfare, 
which partly coliſteth in mercy. Foꝛ this 
peur noble citie of London is builded & 
ſcituate upon foure Golden pillers , Jus 
ſtice, Concoꝛde, Sobzietie, and Mercie: 
the Foundation beeing Jeſus Chziſte. 
And ſo long as thele ſtand and flozith in 
London, thee is ſafe and ſure, by the 
grace of God: But if they ſhoulde by 
any meanes decay, then great and woe · 
full ould bee pour downefall. There» 
foze it ſtands pou vpon ſo much the moze 
heedefully colooke about pou,and to pꝛe⸗ 
uent the wozt: Foz pou haue not ſomanp 
pillers to vpholde pour welfare and ſafe- 
tie, but there be as many wayes too vn» 
dermine them, ik that they be not che bets 
ter kozſeene. 

Firſt Jeſus, which vpholdech right and 
ſuppzeſſech wzdg wout reſpect of perſons 
map 
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map bee badermyned and ouerthzowne 


chꝛougb bꝛibery: Foz hald pou the ſwozd, 
right honoꝛable, neuer ſo vpꝛigbt in your 
bands, pet tf pour ſubſticuces,whoe pou 
put in tru, haue their handes ful of 
bzpdes,thep muſt needes wincke at ſcant 
meaſures, and iuſtiſie the bagge of ves 

ceitful waightes , and alowe of che wpne 
which is mixed with water and ſo bleare 
pour eyes with omni bene : and ſu ſhall 
Juſt ice bee vidermpned and fall too 
the ground. Therefoze it behoueth your 
Pon to be the moze circumſpkct in aps 
pointing pour Subſtitutes, and too haue 
an eye too their dealing under you, foz 
feare of the wo2 ſt. 

Secondly , Concozde which is the 
bond and ſinewes of every well ozdered 
Citie may be vndermined by the roote of 
bitter diſcentis, which maketh the mem- 
bers ok the ſelfe ſame body tootarre ans 
ſnarle one with an other, & is commonly 
found by Pickthanks and talebearers, 
which carry ſpeeches and repoꝑtes from 
partie to party, ot whatſoeuer they heare 
iz ſee, and all ta feede the humoꝛs of ſuch 
cancred natures as delight in debate. 


There 
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Therefoje ſuch Merchants are woozthp: 
of ſenere-puniſhment, and co be thzuſt 
outofthe Citie as pzinp tonſpiratours 
againſt the healch and welfare of the 
fame. As foꝛ chem which delight in dif« 
cozde, tuptures, breaches, and ſallinges 
out toxevery trifle, they are euil woozthp 
to iniop the freedome of Citizens, pea, 
the name ot a Citizen doth nocbecoms 
any ſuch: And if A mapcall them Citi. 
zens, (hep axe the woʒſtmembers of the 
Cittis. Eoꝛ as ſhe which would haue the 
Childe whom Ge falſely claimen, to bet 
duden, was therbyknotwn tobe an bun. 
turkl mother: And as chepwho wold haue 
rbe vuſennir d Cdate of: Jolg Chyiſt de» 
uidedwerecountediberper Geenves, then 
they that caſi lottes fox it : euen fo ii yen 
cut aut all the watt members of the ci 
tie and ſet them togithtt; holy which ves 
light in deutans and diſlentian, rather 
then in bnitie ann Concde will eaſety 
«@pptareitipour ſide, tn ber the wozftof 
all, Try whom pou will. 

r.:;Thirdip S0b2ieftewhich'is the beau⸗ 
— rien poll all, may be ms 
„ dermintv and ouerth20wne many waies: 
Wer an geeſe of LA 
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and exteſſe ot apparel. Fox tuen theſe 
Epicures and Bellygods which eate

uouring his needy debtozs . Then let a 
man tate one of them aſide, &ſhew bim 
the wozds of our Sautour Chziſt.Luke, 6 
If you lende to them of whome you 
hope too receiue againe, hat thanke 
haue you ? For euen ſinners lende too 
ſinners in hope too receiue the like: 
Wherefore loue your enemyes, doe 
good, andlende, looking for nothing 
againe, and your rewarde ſnalbe great, 


KX cc. And what ſhalbe bis anſwere: Tuſh, 


Tuch. Seripture is (ſcripture; but fo} all 
the Scripture, a man muſte liue by his 
owne, and J tell you my money is my 
Plough. Is it not a woꝛlde too ſee that 
Ulurers would be like Þlowmen:. & yet 
nothing ſo vnlike: fo2 the paineful Plow⸗ 
man gets his lining by chefweate of his 
owne bzowes : but the Uſurer liues by 


the ſweate and lweete of other mens la⸗ 


boures. Therefoze thenare ſuch JÞlowe- 
men as the Pꝛophet David ſpeakethof, 
Pſal. 1 29. and their netdie bꝛethen may 


tomplaine of them, as hee did ot their 
- p2edeceſſozs ſaying: The Plowers plow- 


ed vpon my back, and made long fur- 
rowes: And if they „ 
ep 
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they ſhall bee as withered graſſe on the 
bouſe toppes, as appeareth in the ende of 
the Palme. 

But be it ſo,thp monep is thy plough, 
and thou thy ſelte dooſt holde thy plough, 
t couetoulneſle doth dzawe thy Plough, 
and the Diuel dooth dziue thy Plough , 
and ſo thou ploweſt che furrowes of thine 
owneconfuſion,and dooſt ſo we the ſeedes 
of thine owne deſtruction, and without 
ſpeedy repentance, ſhal reape the fruites 
of thine owne damnation, And all be» 
cauſe S: * .pture is Scripture , and thy 
money is thy Plough , Foz Whoſo- 
ſocuer ploweth Iniquitie ſhall reape 
miſchiefe.

And not Sacrifice. 

The ſeconde point to be noted. This 
generall inhibition of Sacriſice, is not ſo 
to be vnderſtoode, as if the Loꝛd woulde 
haue all manner of Sacrifice vecerly a- 
boliſhedꝛ but it is ſpoken by way of cozs 
rection, becauſe he coulde not abide this 
Sacrifice which (melt of Hppocriſie. It 
is expedient, therfoze that there be a diſs 
Tinccis made, what ſacriſice the 10zd wil 
haue and what ſacrifice he wil not haue. 
D.z, FSacrilices 
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Sacrtfices mentioned in Scripture 
are of chzee ſundzp ſoztes. The Sa⸗ 
crilice of the Jewes: The Sacrilice of 
Chztite: The Sacrifice of Chaiſtians . 
Now theſe wooꝛds are to be vnderſtoode 
of the Sacrifice of the Jewes, which at 
the firſt were appointed by God him leile 
to very good purpoſe: fo2 after that man 
thzough diſobedience had defaced the 
liuely Image of God in him, he could not 
app2och the light of G D D by any 
meanes, but needes hee muſt appeare 
moꝛe fulſome then vile ſlinch . g Carts 
on. Wherefo2e it pleaſed the Loꝛde in 
his mercie to woozke the meanes of his 
reconciliation, which was by Sacrifice. 
And this Wacriſice thus oꝛdayned wag 
to be offred vppe as a witneſle of mans 
ſinne, and as a figure of che pꝛetious ſas 
crifice of Jeſus Chziſte , which one day 
ſhould be offced vppon the Aultar of the 
Croſſe , fo the full ſatiſtaction of all 
ſinne. 

Nowe if anp Sacrifice were offred 
otherwiſe then thus: That 1s, to ac⸗ 
knowledge ſinne, and to fozcſhewe an 
other Sacrifice to come , whichwas the 


Lambe ol God Telus Chyilte „it was 
abhomi 
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abhominable to the Loꝛde and he would 
not haue any ſuch too come ade pe- 
ſence. 

And verely this it was which made 
him abhozre their Sacriſice: fo2 tnanp 
times they oſtredſacriſice vpon cuſtome 
and foz faſhions ſake, neither reſpecting 
the true ſacrifice Chyiſte; no} reſpecting 
their ſinne , but rather committing the 
mote ſinne, and vſing Sacrifice as a 
Cloke to cover the ſame ; Therefoze the 
Lode tolde them he woulde haue Mer- 
tie, and not ſuch Pypocriſie vnder the co⸗ 
lour ot .Sacrifice, 

Pee might vſe the like inhibition af 
this dap againſt a number of goſpellers. 
Foz many falſe Bzethzen abuſe the gol⸗ 
. pell and make it a common Cloake fox 
their Uſurte , Adulterie, and Crueltis, 
To them the Lozd might ſay, I wil haue 
Mercie and not the Goſpell : Noe noe 
the Golpell lo pꝛoleſled as they pꝛo⸗ 
keſle it. 

The ſeronde kinde ol Hurrilce mens 
tioned in Scripture, is the Sacrifice of 
Chꝛiſt, which the Lozde wil haue: Fox 
bowſoeuer hee tollerated the bloove of 
5 Calues, łoꝭ tbe 

D.4. time 
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time, yet her coulve not bee pleafed wich 
any other, but with this onely. As fot al 
other Sacrificesi, they were but Sha⸗ 
dowes, this was the body: They were 
but huſkes, this was the Kernel: They 
were but Chafle, this was the Mheate: 
Thep were but Leaues , this was the 
fruite: They were but ſignes, this was 
the thing ſignilied, and the trueth it ſelte. 
Fo: Chziſte Jeſus beeing the bzight- 
neſſe of che fathers glozy, and the ingra- 
ued fozme of his perſon', humbled him: 
ſelfe vponche Croſſe, and offred his body 
to affliction, & his ſoule co anguiſh, all 
£00 purge our ſinnes, whereby hee hath 
wꝛought our atonement with God, and 
taken away the curſſe of the Lawe, and 
deſtroyed che woozkes of the Deuill, 
and tryumphed ouer hell it ſelfe. 
DObleſled Sacrifice, No ſayour but 
this could perfume our ſfincking foals. 
No ſacrifice but this coulde paciſie the 
wꝛath of God, And heere deerelp be⸗ 
loued we may ſee an other benefite,which 
we haue and iniop in Chꝛiſte, who hath 
giuen him ſelfe a Sacrifice of a ſweet 
— God, that bee —— 
purge our linues. The Lozde make vs 
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thankfull fo2 this benefice, and faithfullp 
to take holde of it in all the aſſaultes of 
Satan. 

The thirde kinde of Sacrifice, ts the 
Dacrikice of Chziſtians which S. Peter 
calleth an eſpeciall ſacrifice, acceptable 
to God fo) Chziſtes ſake, and this kinde 
of Sacrifice is manifolde as map be gas 
thered in Scripture. The Sacrifice of 


a ſozrowful heart. The Sacrifice of God, Pal. 51. 


is a troubled ſpirite: and a broken and 
contrite heart O God, ſlialt thou not 
deſpiſe. This ſacrifice Chziſtians ought 
to offer vp as often as they call to minde 
their wicked and ſinfull wapes. Se⸗ 
condly we haue the ;Sacrifice of Righs 
teouſneſſe,which is newneſſe of life, e 
true godlines. This lacrifice Chziſtians 
are willed to offer by the pꝛophet Dauid: 
Offer to god the ſacriſice of tighteouſ- 
nes, & put your truſt in the Lord, that 
is, walke in the light as Childzen of the 
light,haue no felowſhip with the vnfaiths 
full wozkes of darkeneſſe: Reſiſt the fleſh 
e liue in che ſpirit: this is to offer ſacri⸗ 
fice of Righteouſneſſe. Thirdlp we find

Fourthly, we 
baue the ſacriſice of almes, whereof the 
Apoſtle ſpeaketh, To doe good and to 
diſtribute forget not: for with ſuch ſa- 
crifice God is pleaſed, And this ſacriſiſe 
is to be offered of much plence-uſly,and 
ok little diligently, and it ſhall be accep ; 
ted actoꝛding too chat a man hath aud 
not accozding to that be hath nat. LaUlp 
we haue the Sacrifice of obedience, oz 
reaſonable ſeruice of So, which Saint 
Paule commendeth.] beſeech you ther- 
fore brethren by the mercies of God, 
that you giue your bodyes a liuing Sa- 
crifice, holy and acceptable too God, 
which is your reaſonable ſeruice of 
God. This Sacrifice we are to offer 
as often as wee celeb2ate the Lozdes 
Supper. Foz as the carnall Sacrift» 
ces of the Jewes , were too fozeſhewe 
the bleſſed Sacrifice of Chziſt to come: 
So muſte this liuely Sacrifice of our 
ſoules and bodyes bee offred vp too teſti⸗ 
fie that it is already come: that his bo⸗ 
dy is already baoken, and his blood abs 

| | ready · 
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ready ſhed fo2 the remiſſion of ſinnes. 

Heerevppon it is that the Schoole⸗ 
men ſay, that the Loꝛdes Supper ts a 
Sacramente anda Sacrifice. It is a 
Sacrament in that we receive the bzead 
and ine in remembꝛaunce that Chꝛiſt 
bis body was giuen, and his blood ſhedd 
fo2 the remiſlion of ſinne, It is a Sacri⸗ 
ſice, in that wee doe offer vpp our lelues, 
that is, our ſoules and bodpes, too ſhewe 
— thankfulneſſe foz ſo greate a bene; 

te. 

Theſe are the Sacrifices which chꝛi 
ſtians are of ducte to offer vnto God, who 
will haue them, and accept them foz Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſtes ſake. And in reſpect of theſe 


Dacritices , Chziſttanitie is a Royall . 


pꝛieſthoode, and Chꝛiſtians are Ropall 
Mꝛieſtes: Their heartes are ropall Aul⸗ 
fars : Their faith is Nopall Incence: 
And their keruent loue towards God and 
man, is a Royall are ta make them haue 
a ſweete ſauour befoze God,

is of foꝑce to releace the tozmented ſoules 
in pirgato2y: and to chace away Deuils 
krom the poſleſſed in Earth: which whoſo 
euer heareth, as long as he heareth, ithe 
thall neuer wax olde: which pꝛeſerueth 
pongchildzen in their mothers wombes, 
g delinereth both olds and young from al 
unminent perils and daungers. 

No, JI anouche and pꝛoteſt that the 
Lopd will not haue it, ſtrugle the Catho⸗ 
licks neuer ſa mightely, ſhuffle they ne · 
ner ſo cunningly, fo the magniłping of 
thetr Idol: The Lozde will not haue it. 
At is a wozlde to ſee how euF of late they 
began to ſet vp their creſts, and co clapp 
their wings,as if they would crowe the 
Popeday againe into England: ⁊ all be» 
caule they imagine that their golden dap 
begins to ſpꝛing, wherein the maſle (hal 
tine againe. Yea they begin to looke 
vpon bs, as il the Deuil ſhould look auer 
Lincolne: and dog account it halfe here 
fie to ſpeake to any man that is a known 


Saſpeller: They palle by vs humming a 
mumming 
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mumming : and whether they wilbe our 
beads in their diſhes, oz their ſwoꝛds in 
our bellyes were cannot tell yea oz noe 
But let them knowe that their ſacrifice 
of the Maſſe is too full of Jdolacrie, abo⸗ 
mination and blaſphemie fo: the Loaders 
beare it. And dor they thinke that her 
maieſt ie. the Lozds annoynted, wil heare 
ft; God be thanked by the (pace of one 
and twentie peeres , (hee hath bin a mr ; 
ſing and a naturall mother to the goſpel, 
and now will ſhee become a fepmocher, 


and fancy che Paſle? No, it hath tau · 


fed coo many conſpiracies andrebeſliong 
againſt her moſtnobleperſs, foz her ma» 
ieſtie euer to bzooke it; euen in pollicie. 

And whereunto ſerue the Pꝛayets u 
Gods childzen her faichfull ſubiects, bur

Michꝛidate and ſouerain pꝛeſeruatiue a⸗ 
gainſt the bitter curſe of the la we. Oel it 
ſelfe doth repine at this ſaying, and mur⸗ 
mure that euer man ſhoulo haue ſo great 
an aduantage againſt her. And J am ves 
rely perſwaded that if the deuil had foze⸗ 
taſt that ſuch an anſwer ſhould be giuen 
to the Phariſes,he would rather haue ca 
ried them headlong into the ſes, and haue 
dꝛowned the as he did the heard ofſwine, 
then they Choulde once haue mooued the 
queſtion.

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The firſt circumſtance, 

The moꝛe oſten J call to mind the mts 
ſerable plight of man thꝛough ſinne and 
diſobedience, the leſle able do I finde mp 
ſelfe co ſhewe and ſec foozth vnto you the 
infinite goodne lie at God, our heauenly 
Father, in appotating io woꝛthy a mean 
to call vs out of the bottomle ſſe pit of de⸗ 
ſtruction, as his owne onely ſonne: who 
notwithſtanding he was of the very lub ⸗ 
ſtance, and God eternall wich him: yet by 
the power ofthe holy Ghoſte was made 
man, to the end that boch natures ioyncd 
togither in one, hee might in the fleſhe 
take away the filchineſſe of the fleſhe, and

becaule it is a liuely patte rne foz all chzts 
ſtians to follow , doth likewiſe call vs to 
repentance and amendment oflife. Laſtſp 
bis death conſptred by his owne diſciple, 
purſued by his owne nation, purpoſed by 
bis owne father,+ purchaſed by our ſins. 
without any deſert of his own:doth it not 
ſtrike our hearts, and wound our conlci⸗ 
ences with remozſe: Thoſe bloodyt ears: 
thoſe piteous grones, thoſe cruell ſcour⸗ 
gings, thoſe repꝛochtull buffecings,thoſe 
bitter tauntings and raylings which bee 
put vp in al patience as the due rewards 
fo our ſins:ſhal they not make vs mozne 
and lament, when they made the vayle of 
the temple to rent in ſunder: the gat es to 
open, the dead bodies to ariſe: the earth 
to qua ke and tremble , and the ſunne to 
waxe darke?

The ſecondcircumſtauce. 

Moꝛtouer in theſe woꝛdes we are gi⸗ 
ten to vnderſtande: who they are which 
Chꝛiſt came purpoſely to cal. I come not 
to cal the righteus, but ſinners, &c Yea 
and this circumſtance map ſtirre vs vp ta 
magnifie the benelite ok our calling as 
much as any. F oꝑ here we ſee plainly that 
be renounceth al thole which think better 
ol chemſelues then ſinners: as theſe Pha; 
tiſes who dzeamed that their owne righ⸗ 
teouſnes was ſufficient to fulfill the lawe 
without Chꝛiſt. But what is the matter 
that he doth ſo flatlp deny that hee came 
to cal che righteous $ It is wel woꝛth the 
noting. Foz whom doth he calrighteons, 
but thoſe which truſt onely in their owne 
richteouſnes and make no account ofthe 
righteouſneſſe ol Chyiſt. Nowe theſe he 
doth tenounce. Firſt becauſe it was the 
determinate wil & purpoſe of his father 
which lent him, that whoſvener wil make 
Ez himſelf 
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himſlelfrighteous, + is his owne Chziſt- 
bis own Jeſus,ſhal lye ſtil in blindnes, & 
ſleep in his own cõfulion. An other cauſe 
map be, that foꝛſomuch as he came pur⸗; 
poſely to ſeeke to ſaue that which was 
loſt : the righteous imag in that they ne⸗ 
uct went aſtray:therefoze he lets them be 
as they are. Another reaſon may pet be 
taken of the ſetting fozth his fathers glo⸗ 
rp:foz chat there ſbalbe moze ioy in hea · 
uen ouer one ſinner that repenteth, then 
ouer ninety and nine iuſt perſons, which 
need no tepentance. And no doubt ik hee 
bad offred to cal them, be had but loſt his 
labour: Foz had he ſaid to them, as he did 
to Matthewe, Come & folow mez;thep 
would haue anſwered by and by, e to- 
low Abraham our fatber: we folom A4 
ſer dur Pꝛophete : wee followe the lawe 
of God: we haue cetemonies: we haue 
traditions: wee haue pꝛeſcriptions: wee 
haue our inuentions to followe: we looke 
fo2 another maner of Aeſſias tofollgwe 
then ſuch a beggerly outcaſt as thou artt 
Therefoze go where thou wilt, we will 
not follow thee. 
TAaherfoze dearelp beloued, beware hawe 
pou ſtand vpon pour owne ande 
et 
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becanſe of a few good wozkes:ſurelp ou 
haue no moꝛe poꝛtion in Chyift then the 
verieſt Phariſie that euer was: Fo2ifour 
Sautour Jeſus will be found faithtull in 
bis Meſſiaſbip, he muſt renoũce pou and 
ſay: I came not to call the righteous: 
Not the righteous:whom then: ſinners? 
ſinners, Beholde dearelp beloued, if you 
thinke to reape the benefites of Chzilkes 
comming, vou muſt humble pour ſelues, 
and become lſinners: But how, oꝛ in what 
maner doeth he call ſinners? The callyng

And thus pou ſee hom Je» 
ſus Chyiſtcalleth ſinners to repentance, 
If pou ſhould queſtion farther with me e 
enquire ot the time when bee calleth ſin» 
ners: That is counſaile to bs. Fo? there is 
natime excepted:there isnotime to be in 
this woꝛld. Therefoze let no man diſpair: 
Fo? hee cannot bee called ſolace into the 
Loꝛds binepard, but he ſhal haue his pe- 
ny wel x truely paide him. Laſtlyif you 
pet queſtion further with me, and enquire 


the cauſe why he calleth . 
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righteous :I matt either hold mp peace,

dome & knowledge of God, How vn- 
ſearchable are his Iudgements, and his 
wayes paſt finding out? Who hath kno 
wenthe mind of the lord? or who was 
his counſailor? &c. Fo: dearly belotvev, 
be it knowen buto pou, t beauen c earth 
ſhal beate me witnes that the Lozd in his 
doings is neither vniuſt, noz vnmercikul: 
No, he is moſt tut and moſt merciful. Ia 
not hee moſt juſt which hath puniſheo 
extreme rigo? the offences of al choſe ſin: 
ners whom be calleth,vpon his own dear

cour of Faith, wherewith ſhe caketh ſure 


holdefaſt in the rock Teſus Chziſt:othere - 


wiſe her owne teares would dzowne ber 


in the Seas of deſperation. 
Repentaunce in this place includeth 
Julſtification and is indeede the true and
